information identification codes for identifying key words of said program descriptions; 

wherein upon receipt of said electronic program guide information including said 
identification codes, said electronic program guide information is stored in a table according to 
said identification codes^

descriptions of said electronic program guide information containing said key words. 



30. (Currently Amended) An information processing method for processing 
transmitted data including electronic program guide information having program descriptions 
therein and identification codes inserted into said program descriptions of said electronic 
program guide infomiation for identifying key words of said program descriptions, comprising 
the steps of: 

separating said electronic program guide information from said transmitted data; 

sampling said key words of a program description identified by said inserted 
identification codes; and 

implementing predetermined processes based on the sampling result;

identification codes for identifying key words in said program description; 

transmitting transmission data, including said electronic program guide 
information having said program descriptions therein in which said identification codes have 
been inserted; 

separating said electronic program guide information from said received 
transmission data; 

sampling said key words of a program description identified by said inserted 
identification codes; and 

implementing predetermined processes based on the sampling result; 

wherein upon receipt of said electronic program guide information including said 
identification codes, said electronic program guide information is stored in a table according to 
said identification codes.
